In  Marcli,  1880,  I  read  before  this  Society  a  short  paper  on 
the  Land  and  Freshwater  Mollusca  of  East  Sussex,  and  appended 
thereto  a  list  of  the  species  known  at  that  time  to  inhabit  the 
districts  of  Ouse,  Ciickinere  and  East  Bother.  Since  then  I  ha^m 
obtained  more  information  on  the  snl)ject — the  results  of  the  work 
of  myself  and  several  friends — and  am  enabled  to  compile  the 
following  more  complete  list.  I  have  still  no  information  of  the 
Mollusca  of  the  Medway  district,  in  the  North  of  the  county;  and  of 
the  small  portion  of  the  Adur  district  wliich  is  situated  in  East 
Sussex  I  have  no  complete  list.  I,  therefore,  must  confine  myself, 
as  before,  to  the  drainage  districts  of  the  Ouse,  Cuckmere  and  East 
Bother  rivers,  which  cover  nearly  the  whole  of  the  southern  part  of 
East  Sussex,  and  represent  all  its  geological  features.  The  land 
Mollusca  are  great  lovers  of  calcareous  soils,  and,  as  might  be 
expected,  the  chalk  hills  which  traverse  the  Ouse  and  Cuckmere 
districts  produce  many  species  in  abundance,  which  are  either  rare 
or  absent  elsewhere.  In  compiling  this  list  I  have  to  acknoAvledge
